S.O, 169(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947, (18 of 1947) the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the folloming Order to further amend the Imports (Control) 
Order, 1955, namely :— 

1, (1) This Order may be called the Imports (Control) (First Amendment) 
Order, 1992. 
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(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette,

2. In the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, in paragraph (g) of sub-clause (1) 
ot clause 1], after the second proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely :— 


“Provided also that, notwithstanding anything contained in this Order, 
import of gold in any form including ornaments (but excluding or¬ 
naments studded with stones or pearls) will be allowed to be import¬ 
ed as part of baggage by passengers of Indian origin or a passenger 
holding a valid passport issued under the Passports Act, 1967 (15 
of 1967) subject to the conditions ■— 

(a) That the passenger importing the gold is coming to India after a 
period of not less than six months of stay abroad; 

(b) the quantity of gold imported shall not exceed 5 kg. per passen¬ 
ger, 

(c) import duty on gold shall be paid in convertible foreign currency; 
and 

(d) there will be no restriction on sale of such imported gold.”
